The spirit of lawlessness in our coun- — 
try today is largely due to the lack 
of moral and religious training in the 
schools and the homes. 

The state of Georgia and the city of. 
Atlanta both stand guilty before God 
for the disrespect cast upon the Bible 
by forbidding it to be read in the pub- 
schools. This is one of the darkest 
blots ‘upon the pages of Georgia's his- 
tory, and it will require no Daniel to 
interpret. the “handwriting on the 
wall.”

General Cerdell Dead. 


Guthrie, Okla., September 8.—Gen. J. ' 


F. Cordell, inspector general of the 
Oklahoma G. A. R., died today at 
Perry. General Cordell was 74 years 
old. He was a native of Loudin-county, 
Virginia, and served through the civil 
war in the First Ohio heavy artillery. 
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Small Grain--Wheat and Oats, 
Blast and Smut. 

F COURSE, in the states where 
cotton is the principal crop, it’s 
proper harvesting makes the 

heaviest demands on the time of the 
farmer. But the importance of other 
crops and other work is to a great 
extent overlooked by esthe average 
farmer. The cotton harvest can wait. 
generally without serious and absolute 
loss, while a few days at the right 
time shall be devoted to other demands. 
Among the most important of these 
other demands are the sowing of small 
Srain, the sowing of grass and the 
planting of cover crops. 

WHEAT. 

In the upper zone of the cotton belt 
and still further north the wheat crop 
should receive more consideration than 
is usually accordeg to it. 

There was a time, within the memory 
of living men, when the Piedmont re- 
sion of the south Atlantic states, north 
Alabama, north Texas, not to mention 
the states on to the Ohio and Missouri 
rivers, produced very large quantities 
of wheat of high quality. They might 
still do.it. It is not saying too much 
to insist that the upper halves of 
North and South Carolina, Georgia and 
Alabama ought to produce much more 
than enough wheat to supply the home 
demand for flour for the remaining 
lower halves. Indeed, taking the en- 
tire cotton region together, there 
Should be no actual necessity for im- 
porting flour from without, and yet 
fully two-thirds of the region em- 
braced is not reasonably adapted to 
wheat-growing. 


OATS, 


But when it comes to oats we yield 
Precedence t% no section of this wide 
country in the matter of adaptation of 
soils and climate to the production of 
oats. True, it is, we do not sow large 
areas in this grain, nor are the yields 
per acre heavy; but the limited area 
and the low yields are mainly due to 
the little attenticn given to preparing 
the soil, sowing and fertilizing. Until 
within a few years past the oat crop in 
the southern states has been sown on 
the poorest of our cultivated fields and 
the .work of preparation has been in 
accordance with the rule of “a lick and 
a promise.”’ I am ashamed when I 
recall how, in the days of my boyhood, 
even then on most farms, the. poorest 
lands were supposed to be “good 
enough for oats.” But little was ex- 
pected, only enough to supply a few 
dozen bundles for the work animals 
along in June and July. 

But later experiences have most con- 
clusively shown that it is no @diffi- 
cult matter to secure a yield of 40 to 60 
bushels of shelled oats per acre, far 
easier in my experience than to get 
one-half that many bushels of shelléea 
corn, and the oats cost less than half 
as much labor. 

LESS CORN—MORE OATS. 

Notwithstanding the apparently 
great awakening the subject of 
corn culture, and the phenomenal 
yields per acre that have been reported, 
SO great that I would not dare to even 
lightly dampen with cold water the 
enthusiasm that has been aroused: vet 
I still hold to my long-cherished con- 
viction that we already plant too large 
an area in corn, and secure by far too 
small a yield per acre. 

I have often insisted that the area 
in corn should be lessened and the area 
in oats increased until the two crops 
shall cover about the same area. We 
could get along on one-third less corn, 
the production of one-half the usual 
area, If we would sow three times the 
usual area in small grain—chiefly oats. 

RUST AND WINTER KILLING. 


Rust and winter-killing were former- 
ly the ready excuses for failing to sow 
oats. I¢ sown in the fall a hard freeze 
in January or February would be al- 
most certain to destroy the crop. If 
sowing were deferred until spring in 
order to escape the danger of winter- 
killing, either a severe drouth in April 
or- May, or red rust, would be more 
than Iikely to blast the hopes of the 
sower. But now these dangers are 
so slight as to be quite negligible, 
since the “open furrow” method of 
sowing has been discovered—giving 
immunity against death by freezing— 
and rust-proof varieties have been in- 


on 


troduced, absolutely proof against rust, 
there 
sowing oats. The long established 
habit of not sowing is hard to over- 
come. So let's whirl in and sow twice 
the area in: oats that was sown last 
year, Or three times the area, in manv 
cases, and sow either on cotton land or 
well-prepared corn stubble. The corn- 
field from which the crop has been cut 
and shocked is just the place—waiting 
to be turned over and harrowed,. and 
sown to Appler, or Baucroft, or Texas 
tusfproof oats, fertilized. with 200 
pounds 16 per cent acid, 250 pounds 
cotton, seed meal and 25 to 50 pounds 
of muriate of potash, seeded with 2 to 
2% bushels of seed oats, both fertilizer 
and seed put in “‘onen furrows.” A 
machine that will sew four. 16-inch 
drills at a trip may now be had for a 
reasonable price. With such a ma- 
chine ten acres may easily be put in 
per day, employing one man and two 
animals. “Now is the time in the upper 
part of the cotton belt to get readv ana 
sow. In the middle and southern zones 
October 1 to November 1 is the time. 

Be sure to treat seed oats with 
formalin to prevent smut or blast. The 
treatment will cost about 1 cent per 
bushel and will certainly prevent blast. 
Also equally effective in preventing 
smut in wheat. The farmer who sows 
either grain without such treatment is 
almost guilty of a misdemeanor, so 
trifling is the cost and so thorough the 
protection.

Answer.—Bi-sulphide of carbon is 
identical with di-sulphide of carbon. 
The prefix “Bi” comes from the Latin 


word “bis,” which means twice, or 
two, and the prefix “Di” is derived 
from the Greek word “dis,” which 
means two; two-fold. When either 
“bi” or “di” is prefixed to: sulphide of 
carbon, it means fhat two ingredients 
of sulphur are chemically combined 
with one equivalent of carbon. Some 
authors prefer one form ef prefix and 
some the other, but “bi’ is more com- 
monly used. 

(1) One pound of bi, or di-sulphide 
of carbon to one hundred cubic space 
occupied by the grain to be treated is 


the usual rule, provided the sides and 
floor of the pox, barrel or bin be prac- 
tically airtight. 

(2) The germ of the grain will not 
be injured if the treatment be con- 
the quantity of sulphide be not greater 
than the amount recommended.

(5) No. Sheets of Sloths placed 
above the grain would } st confine the 
vapor nor prevent its escape, for the 
reason that the vapor is heavier than 
air and sinks down through the grain. 
The side walls and floor of the crib, 
barn -or bin must be tight. In. case 
the sides and floor of the receptacle 


for the grain be not practically air- 
tight, it is advised that the grain be 
treated in a large box—say 10 feet 
square and 6 or 8 feet deep—made of 
matched boards or lined with builders 
paper. Such a box (or you may call it 
a quarantine) may be made large 
enough to hold one of two days haul- 
ing (say of corn) and placed in front 
of the permanent bin, or it may be 
built inside. It should be filled with 
the grain and thrown into the sur- 
rounding space after 36 hours treat- 
ment. Openings—Say 4 or 9, 1%4-inch 


auger holes—should be provided in the 
bin or box in which the grain is to 
permanently remain, to be closet oer 
ing the treatment and opened after 
36 hours. Caution! Remember 
bot the liquid and its vapor are very 
inflammable and the vapor 18 also ex- 
plosive—like gasoline—so no fire, _— 
even a lighted pipe or cigar, shoul 
be about when it is being used. 


100 BUSHELS CORN PER ACRE, 

G. L. Blands, Toomsuba, Miss.—l have 
a small plot of land that has been a 
garden for the last twenty-five years, 
with a heavy coat of barnyard manure 
spread over It annually. Also a coat 
of peavines turned under each year. 
This piece of land has become infested 
with nutgrass, bermuda grass, crow- 
foot, crab and every other kind of 
grass, besides cockleburs and every 
other weed, a very heavy coat being 
on it this writing. As I am forced to 
abandon it as a garden, I want to see

> much corn I can make on it an- 
oer eee There is something like 
half or three-quarters of an acre of it, 
and I would like to make a hundred 
bushels. Will you please tell me how 
to start about it. When to turn under, 
how deep, when to plant, how much 
fertilizer and how to apply it, when to 
plant and variety of corn to use. It is 
loose, very mellow upland. My idea is 


| 


to turn it under as soon as it rains 
enough to soften the ground, as deep 4s. 
possible with two big mules and sow 
it in rye, oats and wheat for my chick- 
ens, pigs and horse to run on this win- 
ter. Would it be alright to turn it 
under while the grass and weeds are 
green. or wait til] after killing frost? 
Is it too early to trim up peachtrees? 

Answer—There are some writers who 
who profess to be able to tell in detail 
just how to prepare, fertilize, cultivate, 
etc., so as to produce a yield of 100 
bushels, or any other given large 
amount of corn per acre, but I am not 
able to do it. After all, the problem 
is one of plenty of soluble plant food 
and plenty of moisture. 

The necessary moisture may be as- 
sured either by artificial irrigation or 
by means of thorough and deep prepa- 
ration and the incorporation of plenty 
of decomposed vegetable matter into 
the soil. I would prefer to mow off 


the heavy growth of grass and weeds. 


now on the land, so as to be able to 
get the land into good condition for a 
crop of oats. Do this at once, or turn 
in enough stock to graze it off clean 
and trample it down. Then break deep 
and subsoil at once, or as soon ag soil 
is in good condition. Sow your oats 
from October 1 to October 15, and 
fertilize well with acid phosphate and 
potash. Turn under the oat sod by 
middle of February and harrow and re- 
harrow until soil is fine and meHow. 


pounds of a high-grade corn 
and mix well with the soil. 
Plant a. thoroughbred strain of Marl- 
boro corn, cultivate shallow every 
eight to ten days, add some nitrate of 
soda—a little at planting, more in three 
weeks and six weeks. The quantity of 
fertilizer may be increased according 
to your judgment—which is as good as 
mine—but I would not apply anything 
after planting but nitrate of soda. If 
you are after a yield of 100 bushels per 
acre, regardless of cost, you should set 
your own limit. 

Let me add if that {s a good garden 
spot and conveniently located for a 
Barden, I would not be driven from its 
use aS a kitchen garden by nutgrass, 
weeds or what-not. It must Save been 
poorly managed as a garden to be now 
overrun with “nutgrass, cockleburs and 
every other weed.”

Captain S. G. Hopkins, who was 
legal adviser to the Madereg revolution 
/ when it overthrew Diaz, today likened 
| the situation in Mexico to that in the 
United States from 1861 to 1865, when 
this governmént was resentful of pros- 
pective interference by Great Britain 
and France. The Madero government, 
he declared, was amenable for dam- 
ages under international law for in- 
jury to:Americans or their property 
While disposing of its own civil war. 

Taft May Put It Up to Congress, 

The news that President Taft con- 
Siders the situation a grave One and 
has given thought to the expediency 
Of putting it up to congress, is ex- 
pected to bring out the usual crop 
of reports of troops under orders to 
move and plans completed by the gen- 
eral staff of the army for campaign- 
ing in Mexico 

The general staff has completed 
Plans for any such emergency. Should 
it arise, some war department official 
could wake up at night and, like Von 
Voltke, at the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian war, send to the telegraph 
wire in a moment a sheaf of. orders 
that would put an army ahorse and 
afoot in battle array. 

So it is perfectly proper to 
war department ready to 
Mexico at a moment's notice. But it 
is no more ready to invade Mexico 
than it is to repel invaders from across 
the oceans. [t has standing orders 
with the principal railroads and steam- 
ship lines by which it can begin mov- 
ing an army. within twenty-four hours, 
It has ready for instant transporta- 
tion the supplies and munitions of 
war to support sucn an army in a 
campaign. 

Army Officers Don’t Want Intervention 

While they are apprehensive of the 
situation, army officers hope there will 
be no intervention. They say a cam- 
paign against Mexican Suerrillas 
would be a close parallel to the chase 
after Aguinaldo; a campaign which 
could not be ended in less than two 
years, and which would<«have results 
beyond accurate predictions. 

Senor Calera, the Mexican ambas- 
sador, is expected to arrive in Mexico 
City next Friday... He left Washing- 
ton feeling that this government would 
be satisfied with vigorous attempts 
on the part of the Madero government 
to stop raiding on the border and 
threatening situations for Americans 
in Chihuahua and Sonora. The Mexi- 
can government, it is said, is ready 
to reinforce its troops in northern 
Mexico for that purpose and to facil- 
itate that movement, may 
them through Texas and New 
The United States probably would per- 
mit that. Meanwhile, the border pa- 
trol of United States troops has been 
reinforced by two full regiments of 
cavalry, and there is a general feel- 
ing here that this government wil] 
‘await the results of these newest 
measures before taking other steps,
